PPP2 Expanded NonPayroll 


e Worker protection expenditures (PPE) covers worker protection 
and facility modification expenditures, including personal 
protective equipment, sanitizer, plexiglass, and other expenses 
incurred to comply with COVID-19 health and safety guidelines. 

e Property damage costs due to public disturbances that occurred 
during 2020 that are not covered by insurance
